Under  the  Divisional  Health  ScIict.®  your  Midicsal  Officer  of 
Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Gouri@il*s  local  health  services  and  has  similar  functions 
In  the  Urban  Districts  of  Habden  Royd®  Sowerby  Bridge  airf 
Rippcndtn  aod  the  Rural  District  of  Hipton*  This  sch®n@  has  liid 
t©  a  ©l@str  integration  of  local  authority  health  ssrvicfSo 

Th®  vital  statistdcs  for  1959  show  a  continuation  ©f  th.@ 
trend  which  has  developed  In  recent  years o  Tht  birth  rat®  is 
relatively  whilst  thi  death  rate  is  considerably  hlghtr  than 
avarag®  and  is  also  considerably  in  ticiss  of  the  birth  rat@« 

Both,  these  facts  @mp!msiz®  th@  abnoraal  agi  structur®  of  the 
population^  with  th®  pradominanc®  of  elderly  peopl®,  and  have 
contributed  towards  a  further  fall  in  the  estimated  population  of 
the  Borough o 

Th®  ©aus@s  of  death  ar®  essentially  those  associated  with  oM 
ag@,  but  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  death  rat®  fro® 
respiratory  disease  in  1959o  It  is  probabl®  that  In  many  easts 
the  terminal  pneumenia  or  bronchitis  was  but  one  of  several 
factors  preceding  deaths  but  nevertheless  the  possibility  of  other 
influences^  such  as  atmospheric  pollution  must  be  considtred* 
Todmorden  consists  ©f  three  narrow  valleys^  meeting  at  the  town 
centre^  and  th@re  is  inevitably  a  concentration  of  smoke  from  tht 
factories^  railways  and  louses  along  these  valleyoSj,  Although  no 
measurements  hav@  been  taking  it  is  evident  that  a  considsrable 
amount  ©f  atmospheric  pollution  is  presents,  from  the  acidity  of 
the  rain  wattr^  the  erosion  of  paint  and  metal  work  and  the 
appearance  of  buildings^  It  seems  likely  that  the.s@  gases  which 
acidify  our  air  are  also  having  an  effect  on  lung  tissue  arKi  may 
b®  partly  responsible  for  the  high  incidence  of  r@ipirat@s:y 
disease  in  the  area®  The  outlook,  however^  does  appear  to  be 
improving  as  factories  convert  their  boiler  plant  or  change  to 
electric  power,  the  railways  gradually  introduce  diesel  services 
and  your  council  considers  its  "Clean  Air"  programmso 

There  was  a  marked  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  dysentery 
notified  during  the  year,  particularly  in  the  summer  months* 

There  was  no  single  focus  of  the  infection  as  the  cases  were 
scattered  throughout  the  Borough  and  it  became  evident  In  the 
coiurs®  of  enquiry  and  from  reports  from  schools  that  only  a 
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pro'portion  of  eases  were  being  netifiedc  The  ineldenes  was 
highest  amongst  children  and  there  wm  evidence  of  rapid  spread  in 
families^  in  schools  and  in  the  day  nnrstry®  In  no  ease  was  a 
foo«d  stuff  or  a  food  handler  incriminated  as  an  agent  ®r 
infection  but  nevertheless  precautions  wire  taken  and  now  every 
recruit  to  the  school  mtals  strvics  must  undergo  a  medical 
inspection  ard  bt  ©ertlfled  as  trm  from  InfectloBo  In  addition^ 
consldsrabl®  pregress  has  been  madt  in  bringing  food  shops  ard 
catering  establishments  up  to  tlie  standards  rtqulrad  by  th®  Food 
i^gisnt  Regulations® 

It  Is  r®-mssuring  to  observe  that  there  is  still  a  good 
respons®  to  tht  diphtheria  immunisation  despite  the  fact 

that  the  parents  of  today  are  not  familiar  with  the  devastating 
effects  ©f  this  disease®  Inoculation  against  diphtheria^  which  is 
usually  combined  with  vaccination  against  whooping  cough  and 
tetanusj,  Is  readily  available  at  the  clinic  and  from  privat® 
doetorso  It  is  offered  t©  every  child  In  the  first  year  of  life 
and  again  on  entering  school®  Last  year  815  Todmorden  children 
WiFi  ineeulated  and  altogether  over  80%  of  the  child  population 
had  th®n  bi®n  protected*

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Pay  Nursery  Accommodation 

The  Glen  Day  l^iirsery  was  opened  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  on  the  11th  September,  1950,  and  children  may  be  admitted 
under  a  system  of  priorities  by  arrangement  with  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Care  of  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  is  available  for  use  in 
the  home  in  cases  requiring  them. 

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children 

Every  effort  is  made  to  find  a  suitable  home  for  the  baby 
either  with  the  mother  or  with  the  grand -parents.  When  the  child 
is  old  enough  it  can  be  admitted  to  a  Day  Nursery  if  the  mother 
has  to  go  out  to  work.  Special  advice  about  legal  adoption  is 
given  if  it  is  desired.  These  cases  are  seen  in  the  home  by  the 
Health  Visitor  and  encouraged  to  attend  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre 
regularly. 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic 

During  1959,  15  children  under  five  years  of  age,  some  of 
whom  were  attending  nursery  classes,  made  l8  attendances  for 
treatment  at  the  Medical  Centime. 

U.V.L.  Clinic 

This  was  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Medical  Centre  during  the 
winter  months.  A  Sollux  Mercury  Vapour  Lamp  was  used.  Three 
children  not  attending  school,  made  26  attendances  for  treatment. 

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

Most  proprietary  brands  of  milk  and  other  infant  foods  are 
sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  for  the  convenience  of  mothers 
and  special  brands  of  milk  are  ordered  when  necessary. 

In  addition  the  distribution  of  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice, 
vitamin  A  and  D  tablets,  and  National  Dried  Milk,  is  carried  out 
at  the  three  Child  Welfare  Clinics  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food.  A  full-time  counter-service  for  these  items  only  is 
provided  at  the  Abraham  Ormerod  Medical  Centre. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes. 
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C.  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  ,THE  HOME 
Home  Nursing  ‘ 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the  home  nursing  In 
Todmorden.  Three  whole*tlme  nurses  were  employed,  one  being 
resident  at  the  Nurses*  Home,  Garden  Street^  Todmorden* 

Midwifery 

Two  whole^tlme  midwives  (not  resident  at  the  Nurses*  Home) 
are  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  serve  the  Todmorden  area.

Analgesia 

Both  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas  and 
air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment* 

Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  It  subject  to 
satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 

D.  HEALTH  VISITING 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of

A  clinic  is  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  mornings  at  Hall  Street, 
and  cases  requiring  X-T:Tiy  examination  are  referred  to  the  Chest 
Clinic  at  Halifax  Royal  Infirmary*  Regular  home  supervision  is 
carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor*  Free  milk, 
bedding*  shelters,  etc.,  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the 
discretion  of  the  "Divisional  Medical  Officer  if  recommended  by  the 
Consultant  Chest  Physician  In  charge  of  the  Clinic.

The  one  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  sample,  was 
from  a  tap  at  the  Medical  Centre*  Although  no  definite 
conclusion  could  be  reached  to  account  for  this  ©ccurrenet  it  is 
considered  that  it  may  have  arisen  from  some  disturbance  in  the 
mainsj  such  as  may  recur  during  the  making  of  new  conneotionss  as 
samples  taken  from  the  reservoir  and  clean  water  tank  ©n  the  same 
day  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Further  samples  taken  later  at  the  Medical  Centre  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory* 

Private  Supplies 

Serving  ls,386  houses  with  a  population  of  2^905 o 

The  supplies  are  derived  mainly  from  springs?  the  water 
generally  being  conveyed  to  storage  chambers  from  which  it  is 
piped  to  the  houses, 

29  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year  and  of  these  22  were  satisfactory  and  7  unsatisfactory* 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  during  routine  sampling  from  seven 
of  the  larger  supplies  in  the  Borough  and  all  except  four  were 
considered  to  be  satisfactory*  Further  investigations  are  to  be 
made  and  samples  obtained  from  those  supplies  where  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  obtained* 

Fourteen  samples  were  taken  during  routine  sampling  from 
seven  of  the  smaller  supplies  in  the  Borough  and  all  except  tw© 
were  considered  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  the  two  unsatisfactory 
samples  one  was  obtained  from  a  supply  which  was  being  used 
temporarily  due  to  the  permanent  supply  having  stopped  on  account 
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©f  the  dry  weather  and  the  remaining  unsatisfactory  sample  was 
©btained  from  a  supply  which  it  was  found  after  investigation  was 
no  longer  in  use^ 

Four  samples  were  taken  from  very  small  supplies,  three  in 
connection  with  applications  for  Housing  Improvement  Grants,  and 
one  at  the  request  of  the  owner  for  approval  of  the  supply  for 
domestic  purposes^  One  of  these  samples  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  the  owner  of  the  property  was  given  advice  as 
to  what  work  should  be  done  to  render  the  supply  wholesome. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough*  The 
swimming  bath  situated  at  Shade  School,  Rochdale  Road,  Todmorden, 
is  for  the  exclusive  use  of  school  children  and  Technical  School 
students* 

The  source  of  the  water  used  for  filling  the  bath  is  from 
the  Todmorden  Corporation  Public  Supply,  Frequent  emptying  and 
filling  of  the  bath  is  unnecessary  as  the  water  is  continuously 
filtered  and  chlorinated* 

Examinations  for  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  by  the  bath  attendant,  and  samples  of  the  water  are 
taken  periodically  for  bacteriological  examination.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  extensionsof  sewers  were  carried  out.  Certain  portions 
of  the  district  still  require  sewering,  but  in  these  parts  the 
cost  is  prohibitive. 

Defective  sewers  are  improved  as  required,  but  only  minor 
works  of  repair  or  improvement  were  carried  out  during  the  year# 

All  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Corporation  Sewage  Works  which 
are  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  from  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  Rivers 
Board  in  respect  of  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

No  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  the  methods  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal.  The  collection  of  refuse 
including  the  collection  and  disposal  of  nlghtsoil,  is  done  by 
one  10/20  cubic  yard  Lewin  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  and  one  7 
cubic  yard  Dennis  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  work,  providing  a 
weekly  collection  in  the  Borough,  except  for  certain  outlying 
districts  where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  done  by  the 
Dennis  Vehicle  which  is  fitted  with  a  moveable  tank,  the  contents 
of  which  are  disposed  of  at  the  Sev/age  Disposal  Works.  For  some 
time  the  Council  have  felt  that  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
nightsoil  in  this  manner  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  in  view  of 
the  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  the  method  of  disposal  at  the 
Sewage  Works  takes  place,  instructions  were  given  that  steps  be 
taken  to  arrange  for  the  vehicle  to  discharge  its  contents  down 
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s®me  convenient  manhole  at  such  a  distance  from  the  Sewage  Works 
as  would  enable  the  nightsoil  to  be  diluted  and  disintegrated 
before  arrival  at  the  workso 

Several  methods  were  considered  for  the  adaptation  of  the 
tank  s©  that  it  could  discharge  down  a  manhole  without  creating  a 
nuisance  but  having  regard  to  the  age  of  the  tank  and  the 
difficulties  that  would  be  encountered  in  its  adaptation  this 
method  was  abandoned®  In  September  therefore  a  report  upon  the 
possibility  of  collecting  nightsoil  with  the  Corporation's  gully 
emptying  machine  and  upon  the  estimated  cost  thereof  was 
considered  and  permission  was  obtained  to  use  this  vehicle  for  a 
trial  period® 

A  trial  on  the  collection  and  disposal  of  nightsoil  by  this 
machine  was  undertaken  on  the  l6th9  17th  and  l8th  of  November  and 
a  report  on  the  results  of  the  trial  together  with  the  estimated 
cost  of  collection  and  adaptation  of  the  vehicle  for  this  purpose 
was  submitted  to  and  accepted  by  the  Council  in  December  and  it 
was  decided  that  the  new  scheme  ©f  collection  be  put  into 
operation  after  1st  April  next  year® 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhouse  by  *  controlled 
tipping" o  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  tipping  was 
continued  on  the  land  at  Causey  Wood  and  a  new  access  road  was 
made  between  the  old  and  new  tips®  During  the  summer  months  a 
road  was  constructed  to  give  access  to  the  allotment's  site  and  a 
small  bay  of  refuse  was  deposited  to  prepare  for  future  tipping® 
The  space  between  the  first  section  of  the  new  culvert  and  the 
edge  of  the  old  tip  was  filled  in  to  form  the  foundation  for  the 
permanent  road  over  the  tip  and  further  bays  of  refuse  were 
deposited  between  the  old  tip  and  the  permanent  road  to  form  a 
permanent  boundary  for  the  old  tip.  The  work  of  "controlled 
tipping"  is  carried  out  by  the  driver  of  a  Fordson  Major  Diesel 
Tractor  fitted  with  "Muledozer  Blade"  and  "Cameron  Gardner  Rear 
Loader"  and  alterations  including  the  installation  of  electricity 
were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  the  former  bam  at  Woodhouse 
to  provide  garage  accommodation  for  this  vehicle® 

Preparation  of  the  foundation  for  further  sections  of  the 
new  culvert  was  carried  out  at  Woodhouse  during  the  year  and  the 
work  of  laying  3*0"  diameter  concrete  pipes  together  with  the 
adaptation  of  a  former  chimney  flue  for  the  temporary  diversion 
of  the  stream  was  partially  completed.  This  work  is  being 
carried  out  to  enable  hardcore  and  other  suitable  materials  to  be 
deposited  in  the  bed  of  the  stream,  and  the  valley  to  form  a 
foundation  for  the  new  open  culvert  in  accordance  with  the 
amended  plans  for  the  final  diversion  of  the  stream  in  the  future. 

The  income  from  the  charges  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse" 
at  Woodhouse  during  the  year  was  £213  compar<ki  ’  with  S:i8h  for  the 
previous  year. 
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Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  comprises 
the  collection  and  where  necessary  the  sorting  from  refuse  of 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper^  scrap  metalsp  rags,  carpets 

etCo 


Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during  the 
collection  of  house  refuse  In  addition  to  which  there  is  a  special 
collection  from  factories  and  business  premises^

in  the  salvage  hut  for  lighting  and  power  purposes®  Tenders  for 
the  supply  of  such  a  machine  were  invited  and  in  March  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Cameo  (Machinery)  Ltd^s  Letchworth  was  accepted  and 
authority  also  given  for  the  electricity  supply  to  be  installed® 

The  power  baling  press  was  installed  and  commenced  to  operate 
on  the  28th  May  and  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory®  One  of  the  two 
hand  baling  presses  was  disposed  of  and  one  retained  for  emergency 
use*  Of  the  two  employees  one  was  put  In  charge  of  the  electric 
press  and  the  other  was  offered  and  accepted  work  as  a  dustman® 

As  a  consequence  therefore  all  the  work  of  paper  baling  and  sorting 
was  being  carried  out  by  one  employee  at  the  end  of  the  year* 
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The  payment  by  the  Council  ®f  incentive  bonus  for  the 
employees  of  the  Cleansing  Department  was  continued  during  the 
year.
